(In the following article, spectally written on the second an- ° 
niversary of the war, Reuters military commentator revi€ws the 
development of Britain’s military stTength during the past two 
years). 


WHEN BRITAIN TOOK UP THE CHAL- 
LENGE OF THE NAZIS, WHO SEF FORTH ON 
THE MARCH TO DOMINATE THE WORLD 
TWO YEARS AGO, HER MILITARY POSITION 
WAS EXTREMELY WEAK. HER STRENGTH

Regular meetings be- 
tween representatives of 
Russian and British trade 
unions, to be held alter- 
nately in Moscow and 
London, are recommend- 
ed in an emergency reso- 
lution on the internation- 
al situation to be moved 
at the Trade Unions Con- 
gress Annual Conference 
at Edinburgh to-day by 
Sir Walter Citrine, the 
General Secretary.
